FLAX. 

The following letter respecting the 
cultivation of flax received recently by 
Mr. Kirkpatrick, manager of the Im- 
perial bank, from J. A. Donaldson, 
lately Dominion immigration agent at 
Toronto, contains information and sug- 
gestions that are well worth the consid- 
eration of the farmers ot this district: 
Mr. Donaldson says: Hearing of the 
fine quality of the land and other ad- 
vantages in your section of the North- 
west has lead me to the conclusion that 
since the price of wheat is low, if the 
farmers in your district would give 
their attention to the cultivation of 
flax they would find it a great advant- 
age, as I see vy the Winnipeg paper 
that the price of flax seed has been as 
high as $1.50 per bushel, but never 
lower than a dollar at any time. At 
the same time it is is four pounds less 
to the bushel than wheat. The Men- 
nonites are the principal growers in the 
Northwest and they send large quanti- 
ties of the seed to Canada to the large 
manufacturing mills of James Living- 
stone of Baden in the County of Water- 
loo, a station on the Grand Trunk line 
some fourteen miles from Guelph. In 
the year before last he received no less 
than 150,000 bushels from them and 
last year over 100,000 bushels. There 
is also a mill in Winnipeg which ccn- 
the seed into linseed oil and oil 
cake for feeding cattle. Around Mr. 
Livingstone’ district at Doon mills, 
there are some 50 scutch mills at work 
fibre into thread for 
But with you the seed 
is the simplest process for the farmers 
| to try as it requires but little attention, 
being a spring crop. From the sowing 

of half a bushel of seed the Mennonites 
get from 20 to 25 bushels to the acre, 
and they cut it with their reapers the 
| Same as any other grain. I have no 
| doubt it can be carried by the C. P. R. 
at a very reasonable rate per bushel, as 
it ought to be in the interest of that 
company to encourage this branch of 
Canadian industry, when it is likely 
to remunerate the farmers who are 
suffering loss in the low price of wheat, 
and no likelihood of its being any high- 
er at least in the near future. Let the 
farmers try a few acres the first year. 
I know one party near Winnipeg who 
will sow 160 acres on his large farm 
next spring.
